and for more effectually preventing the Wear of Foreign Lace and Needle-work which 
are prohibited to be imported into this Kingdom.

< Adminiſtration of the Affairs of the ſaid United Company, as well at Home as in India, to the manifeſt 
© Injury of the Publick Credit, and of the commercial Intereits of the ſaid Company; and it is therefore 
© become highly expedient that certain further Regulations, better adapted to their preſent Circumſtances

Clerk, or Agent, ſignifying. an Intention to apply to ſuch Quarter Seſſions for the Purpoſe of taking ſuch

And, upon Payment or Tender of the Money ſo to be awarded and aſſeſſęed to the Perſon or Perions, Bodies 
Politick or Corporate, intitled to receive the ſame, or leaving it in the Hands of the Clerk cf tie Peace of 
ſuch Limit, in cafe ſuch Perſon or Perſons, Bodies Politick or Corporate, cannot be found, or ſhall refuſe 
to accept the ſame, for the Uſe of the Owner of, or others intereſted in the ſaid Ground, the Intereſt of 
the ſaid Perſon or Perſons, Bodies Politick or Corporate, in the ſaid Ground, ſhall be for ever diveſted 
out of them, and the faid Ground, after ſuch Agreement or Verdict as aforeſaid, ſhall be eſteemed and 
taken to be a publick Highway, to all Intents and Purpoſes whatſoever ; ſaving nevertheleſs to the Owner 
or Owners of ſuch Ground all Mines, Minerals, and Foffils, lying under the fame, which can or may be 
got without breaking the Surface of the ſaid Highway; and allo all Fimber and Wood growing upon ſuch 
Ground, to be fallen and taken by ſuch Owner or Owners within one Month after ſuch Order ſhall have 
been made, or in Default thereof, to be fallen by the ſaid Surveyor or Surveyors, within the reſpective

6 HERE AS a Pilchard Fiſhery hath for many Years been carried on in the Bay of Saint Ives, in 
C the County of Cornwall, 2d on carrying on and Improvement thereof is of great Importance to 
© this Nation, by increaſing the Trade and Navigation thereof, and being a Nurſery for Seamen, and 
* otherwiſe a Means of employing and providing for a Number of induſtrious poor People: And whereas 
© the ſaid Fiſhery hath hitherto been conducted and carried on according to, and regulated by, certain

© gent Perſons, who are encouraged in ſuch Practices, not only from the great Length of Time allowed b 
* thoſe Laws for the Payment of the Duties on Sope, but alſo for want of ſome further Regulations in the 
Manner of the carrying on the Sope-making Buſineſs; for Remedy whereof, be it enacted, by the King's 
moſt Excellent Majeſty, by and with the Advice and Conſent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and 
Commons, in this preſent Parliament aſſembled, and by the Authority of the ſame, That from and after 
the twenty-fourth Day of June one thouſand ſeven hundred and ſeventy-ſeven, no Ferſon or Perſons what.

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factured; or if any Perſon ſhall receive in his or her own Name any of the ſaid Materials, in order to be

Perſon to be manufactured (without the Conſent of the Owner thereof); or if any Carrier, or other Perſon 
employed to deliver any ſuch Materials to any Workman, to be prepared or wrought up, ſhall deſignedly 
deliver the ſame to any other Perſon than the Perſon to whom ſuch Materials were ordered or intended to 
be delivered by the Owner thereof; all and every Perſon and Perſons offending in any of the Caſes afore- 
ſaid, ſhall, for every ſuch Offence, be liable to Proſecution, in the ſame Manner, and to the fame Punith- 
ment, as is by this Act directed in reſpect to Perſons taking in any of the ſaid Materials in order to work 
up, * after wards wilfully neglecting or refuſing the Performance of their Work for the Space of Time

X. And whereas it frequently happens that Materials uſed in the ManufaQtures before mentioned, are 
found, or known to be concealed in the Poſſeſſion of Perſons who have received the fame, knowing them 
to be purloined or embezzled, or of Perſons known not to be intitled to diſpoſe of the ſame ; and whereas 
© the Diſcovery and Conviction of the Purloiners and Embezzlers, Buyers and Receivers, of ſuch Materials 
© is full of Difficulty, from the cloſe and clandeſtine Manner in which the Offence is committed; and 
there is {till greater Difficulty in proving whoſe Property ſuch Materials are; and it would tend to the 
* Diſcouragement and Suppreſſion of fuch Offences, if the Diſcovery and Conviction of ſuch Offenders 
* were rendered more eaſy : And whereas, by the faid recited Act of the twenty-ſecond Year of his late 
* Majeſty King George the Second, Juſtices of the Peace, after Conviction of any Offender for purloining

loined or embezzled, ſhall be found therein, to cauſe the ſame, and the Perſon or Perſons in whoſe Houſe, 
Out-houſe, Yard, Garden, or other Place, the ſame ſhall be found, to be brought before any two Juſtices 
of the Peace for the ſame County, Riding, Diviſion, City, Liberty, Town, or Place; and if the faid
